Manufacturer of Bembergand viscose rayon, arcylic staple fiber, nylon 66, elastic polyurethane filament, and spunbond 
nonwovens. 

Daiwabo : 

Manufacture and sell fabrics for clothing and interiors, garments, industrial materials and geotextiles. Materials are 
man-made fibers and non-wovens, material for paper-making, and rubber sponges for industrial and sports use. They 
also make a deodorizing fiber called Deometafi. 

Fuji S pin ning Co., Ltd. : 

Manufacturers of a variety of textile products, including spandex and special-use fibers. For example, CHITOPOLY is 
made from shellfish shells and is claimed to be antibacterial and gentle to the skin. CELLTIMA is a rayon/polynosic 
fiber with a high degree of polymerization and claimed to have good drape and texture. Most recently, they have 
developed a fiber called "V-UP" that contains a viamin that can be absorbed into the skin.
